trading Aliens, ſhould be admitred to <qual Poiviledges in All 


chings with Natives. The Parliament are Maſters of theit own - 


Grace ; and-if theſe Gentlemen be ſofar naturalized; as-to be 
made Engliſh SubjeRs, and capable of buying Lands amongſt us, 
and preteced to Trade , paying Cuſtom, and Duries as Aliens, 
this 1s more then the Parliament owes them: And thus with the 
Twenty thouſand pound ſaved by, their pretended 'Naturaliza- 
tions, Will (as we conceive) be ample recompence for the ten or 
ewenty pound per man, paid in the Prore&ors-time for their Na- 
curalization ; and.having had a hundred for one , have no ſuch 
cauſe ro complain of cheir penyworchs ,/ a$ others who adventu- 
red in the ſame botrom by Purchaſes from thoſe uſurping Pow- 
ers: and we do hope His Majeſty and the Partiamenc will ſoli- 
mit their A& of Grace unto theſe Aliens, if chey think fir to 


grant any,that.Grace and Favor to Aliens ſhall nor be Loſs and 


Ruine unto the Natives of this Kingdom. 


To the firſt of the ſaid Aliens Pofitions, we do averre » Thac | 


the Trade of. chis- Kingdom, as-to the Narives, will be undoubt- 
edly wounded and loft, if Aliens be Naturalized without provi- 
ding a difference in Cuſtoms between them and Narives. . For 
themſelves do confeſs in their printed Paper preſented to the 
Parliament, That the Engliſh Merchancs have both inclinations 
and ſtocks ſufficient to drive the Trade of the Kingdom, as well 
' Inreſpe& tothe Vent of the Native Commodities and Manu- 
faures, as alſo to a full Supply. of the Kingdom with Foreign 
Commodities,and need nor their number ro make a Trade. And 
as true ir is, Trade will nor be advanced ſo, nor the number of 
Merchants increaſed by naturalizing theſe Gentlemen, bur the 


Trade will be tranſplanted from Natives to Aliens ; for they - 


that can buy and ſell beſt cheap , ſhall be ſure ar laſt ro ger the 
Whole Trade, Now theſe Gentlemen (if naturaliz'd) wilt have 
6 per Cent. advantage in Trade above the Natives , in the Ince- 
reſt of the Moneys with which they trade, theſe imploying their 
fachers and brothers abroad, and in Aſſurance ; and therefere 


. will be able when they pleaſe, to underſell che Natives. Toin-

| tance in one of thee ſaid particulars, #illiam Carbonel, one of the 
ſaid Suiters to be. Naturalized, hath a brether- and other Ali- 
ances who are Burgers of C ae» in Normandy: If this William be 
a Burger-here, then whar ever they two and pareners crade for, 
ſhall be bought ard ſold ar the beſt hand both here and there, 
and pay the leaft Duties in borh places, a Priviledge which no 
Engliſh man can attain unto. And as ic is with this Gentleman, 
ſo wich Gerat. Vauhwſen , and the reſt of them ; and when by 
chis and like means, -Aliens have got the Engliſn Trade, they 'l 
chen enhaunce che moſt uſeful commodities we ſhall have need 
of, and make the Engliſh Trade bur a drudge and ftalking-horſe 
to advance che Trade of their own Countreys. To give a plain _ 
\inflance : A man thar hath 20 1. per A-nume Lands of his own, 
and for his more ———_—_— rakes a Farm adjoyning, this man 
will be ſure to keephis own Free-hold-Land in good hearc and 
plight, and will ufe his Farmto make his Free-hold bercer : and 
thus will theſe Gentlemen do; che law of Nature ryes a man 
to love his Native Countrey beſt, and 'cis engraven wich indel- 
lible Chata&ers: in every mans heart ſo todo; theſe Gentle- 
men will not have their affe&ions changed, nor their Alliances 
extinguiſhed by Naturalization ; witneſs their maintaining and 
continuing a diſtin& Bedy from the Engliſh theſe three years, 
alchough{(as they ſay) Naturalized , as appears by rheir Cerrifi- 
cates preſented tothe Honorable Committee, whereby ir-is cer- 
tified, char they are all eicher Members, Elders, or Deacons of 
che Dutch and French Churches, and ſo ſeparare, alchough Na- 
curalized; and nor fix of rhem- have raiſed Families (by Inter- 
marriages) with Engliſh, but moſt of them that are married, have 
- ſoughr out Durch and French-mens daughters. LR 
To the ſecond , His Majeſty and the Parliament by the late 
AR of Tonnage and Poundage, have rheught fir to charge dou- 
ble-Cuſtoms upon Cloth, and all ſorts of ManufaQures and Na-_ 
tive Commodities exported by, Aliens ; and upon Wines impor- 
red,a third part more then Natives ; anedupon all other Com- 
modiries, a fourth part more than Natives ; and ſurel y'thenyif 
any one Alien be 'by Naturalization exempted from- paymenc 
ED K- . _ thereof, 
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thereof, ir muſt needs be a dimunition of His Majefttes Revenue. 
in a proportion ; - but if rwenty, forcy, fixry, or all the Trading 
Aliens be freed, ic will be a very great loſs unto His Majeſty in _ 
His Cuſtoms; and i will appear, that though through che exar+ 
birancy of che Power in 1657. the Cuſtoms were then much rai- 
ſed, yet the yearly Revenue was more before 1657. then after- 
wards when theſe Gentlemen were naturalized, ſothar experts 
ence tells us theſe Gentlemen are no increaſers of che Trade of 
England. For proof whereof, we referre our ſelves ro His Ma- 
jetties Officers for the Cuſtoms, and ro rhe Experiences of two 
former Ages of our Anceſtors, lefr to us recorded among(t our 
Scarutes, wz. the Stature of the 1 of Hen, 9. Cap. 3. in theſe 
words : here as in time paſt divers Grants have btey made by King 
Edward , 4s welt by bis Letters Patents, as by Aits of Partiament, 
to divers Merchants firangers born out of this Realms, to be Dent- 
2.#us, whereby they have and enjoy ſuch Freedoms and Liberties, 
& do denizens born within the ſaid realw,as welt ts abatement of therr 
Cuſtom which they ſhould bear, if they mere no Denizens, as in buy- 
ing and ſelling of their Merchandize to their great avail and lacre, 
aud oft times; ſuffer other Strangers , not Dentzens , deceirfully te 
ſhip and carry great aud notable ſubſtance of Merchand: ze in their 
names, by the which the ſaid Goads be free of Cuſtom, in like wiſe 
as they were Goods of a Deniz,en, where of right they ought to pay 
Cuſtoms, as the Goods of Strangers ; by the which they be greatly 
advaxced inricbes and honor, and after thy be fo inriched, for the 
moſt part they compey themſelves with their ſaid Goods into their 
own Countries, wherein they be naturally barn”, to the great inay0- 
veriſhing of this Realm , and to the great hurt and defraud of the 
Kings Highneſs, in payment of his Cuftoms : Wherefore it is Enatted, 
Eftablifhed, and Ordained, by the Advice of the' ſaid Lords Spi- 
ritual and Temporal, and Commons in the (aid Parliament afſ.m- 
bled, and by the Amuthority of the ſame , That any perſon made, or 
hereafter ts be made Demzten , ſhall pay for his Aderchaxdize like 
C uftom and Subſidy as he ought or bowls pay afore that he were 
made Denizen, Any Letters Patents,or other Ordinances by Parlia- 
ment, or otherwiſe contrary to this made, notmthfunaing, 
And 
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And forty years:fret upon the like occaſian , by the Staruee 
of 22: Hen, 8; Cap. $: 1019 recired,, Tibat the fetd Alters te rber 
lacre and avail. have bren increaſed to great and: notable Suhſbanes- 
and Riches, and the natural Swhjeits of 24y ſaid ' Soverergn Loyd 
and bs Realms , greatly impoveriſhed ; and after they be ruriched, 
for the moſt part convey themſelves with their ſaid Goods to their 
own Countrey wherein they be naturally born , tothe great detriment 
of the Conmun-weal of this Realms of England, and the Subjeits 
of the ſame, as by the (41d Statutes, and the Statnte of 11 Hen. 7. 
Cap. 14. and other Statutes may appear. 

Now ſurely ic may be affirmed Aliens (if Naturalized) will 
do whar Aliens ſo priviledged did do in times paſt ; and ir ap- 
| pears by the aforeſaid Srarures, that they-did colour other Aliens 

Goods , and His Najefttes Cuſtoms were then diminiſhed; and 
the Natives were then impoveriſhed , and the Realm: was then 
much dammaged\, - when. they did enjoy rhe Priviledge they 
' now defire to enjoy ; and.its very obſervable, 'rhat Natutaliza- 
tion was chiefly;uſed -. and granted ro Engliſh: mens children 
born” beyond Sea ,, and. chat our Anceſtors never -Naturalized 
Aliens, chat afrer Naturalization craded as-Merehants ; al- 
though if ever Altens ſhould have been encoutaged,, it thould 
have been then , when there were ſo few Enghih- Merchants, - 
whereas alas, there is now forty times as many Engliſh Mer- 
chants ; ſo many that they cannox all have-rrade to live chere- 
by, - as. many Gentlemens ſans pur. Apprentices to -Merebants, 
can ſadly reftifie ; . And therefore we:hope, that if-the ſaid A- 
liens be Naruralized, ic ſhall be according ro the preſidents 
and good Example of our Anceſtors , ſo = chey pay Cuftom 
to His Majetly, and Duties to the Ciries and Ports of this Na- 
tion, as if they were yet Aliens. Ao 

To the third , They ſay they will na way prejudice Corpora- 
tions, and particularly for the Duty of Scayage and Package, 
for which che Ciry .payerth a Fee-Farm Rent unto His: Majeſty : 
Their reſpe& ro the Ciry is ſuch , that they are willing re take 
upon chem that Duty at the ſame rate, nay ſamerhing more than 
now it is farmed at.:: This chey would never offer, but thee they 

| NE know 
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know the City can no ways accept thereof , though they ſhould - 
looſe all-rheir Duties ; which indeed (beſides the Cities juſt 
expeAacion of a future advance) after theſe troubles, will be in 
a great meaſure loſt unto the City, if theſe perſons be nacura- - 
lized, Nevertheleſs the Covernors of. the City are ſomuch ' 
crue Englith men, as notto become Penſioners to Aliens, nor 
be drawn from doing their Duties, by endeavoring co prevenc 
the Evil chis Nacuralization will b:ing upon this Kingdom, 
chough they ſhould loſe cheir ſaid Duties, which yet are conſi- 
derable to them, and is cheir undoubred Right and Inhericance : 
Bur beſides, che Ciry by char Office, have the View and Over- 
fight of Aliens Goods, to the end the ſaid Aliens may carry 
out no Gold , or Export or Import any falſe, defeRive, or pro- 
hibiced Commadities ; and ic would be a Breach'of Truft in the 
City, to uſe theſe Gentlemen { who are Aliens )' in this Buſi- 
neſs, and dangerous to the Nation ; - hereby indeed they might 
as well plougk wich che Cities Heifer , as with their A& of Na- 
ruralizacion , for the more accommodating their Forein Alian- 
ces and Correſpondents,and ſs become Maſters of all wich more 
eaſe and ſpeedineſs. | 

Thar which chey call an Advantage as to the Freedom of 
Lendox, is now a Burthen wirhout benefir , and the want of ic 
will be ro them an caſe from bearing a part of che trouble and . 

_ charge of the Government. % 

The Allegation , that they muſt buy their Goods of Citizens 
at the ſecond hand, 1s a meer deluſion ; for the Goods being - 
made in the Countreys, they buy chem of the Makers,and have 
chem dire&ly ſent unto their houſes. = 

And whereas they ſay, The propoſal for the Incorporating 
the whole Trade of Woollen ManufaQure , will deprive the 
King of all Aliens Cuſtoms , and is defigned ro draw the whole . 
Trade inco ſome few particular hands : We ſay, Firſt we never 
intended to exclude any free Engliſh Merchant our of the ſaid 
Corporation; and were the ſaid whole Trade of Exportation in 
cheir hands onely , the Kings Revenue would thereby receive « 
ercater Improvement, then the Aliens Cuſtoms outwards, be- 

cauſe

cauſe the full return of -principat.and profit, for what: was then 
exported, would þe infallibly imporred: again, .and-make a-grear 
addition to the! common Stock of the Natiomgr: whereas what is 
exported by Aliens , the profit thereof, and part of the princi- 
pal,remains in the hands of Aliens abroad. - \ 7863 

And whereas in ocher particulars, to ſhew their natural affe- 
Rion.to foreign.Countreys, - they.endeavor to recriminare-this 
State-wirh like praQices 'as Foreigh States are accuſed of ,. and 


in their moſt favorable canfiruction, would :thente juſtifie chem 


for laboring: to. advance their own - ManufaQuure'; we hope we 
may chence ſafely conclude, That they ought roallow this State 
ro extend the ſame care co their natural SubjeRs, as they doun- 
- totheir ManufaQuures, and net ro communicate their Native 
Priviledges in common to ftrangers, ; 

-. To the concluſion where the Aliens aſſert , That by the for- 
mer Nacuralization, and the taking lately che Oathes of Alle- 
glance and Supremacy , they have torally loſt their Priviledges 


in their own Countreys, and rheir Eſtates would be ſeized and 


condemned if a War ſhould fall our, &c. 

To this we anſwer : That Aliens made Denizens by Patent, 
are alſo bound unce olif Laws; And if, as they argue, Engliſh 
men and all Strangers are as free in Holland and France as the 
Natives, then how can they looſe any Priviledges by what is 
already paſſed, and returning to their Countreys , they 'l chen 
enjoy their Priviledpes, -and in the mean while hive a double 
benefit? And asto the ſeizing of their Goods in caſe of a war, 
doubtleis they'l fare much berrer then the Engliſh Natives; 
forif time be not allowed to draw away ERares,yer theſe Gen- 
tlemen will have a very probabſe , hopzful way of ſaving their 
Efares by their Fachers, Brothers, Uncles and Couſins beyond 
Sea , their Correſpondents , when the Engliſh man by his Eng- 
liſh Faor, can have no ſuch help or ſecurity in any ſuch exigen- 
cy. But whart ever 15pretended,this Deſign of Naruralizing theſe 
Gentlemen, being for the moſt part one of a Town, in the 

parts beyond the Seas, is (as we humbly conceive) onely a De-
